To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
and  Housing  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  eighth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health,  Sanitary  Administration,  and  Housing- 
conditions  for  the  year  194‘J. 

Owing  to  the  War,  only  a very  brief  resume  of  the 
year's  work  will  be  given. 

The  birth  rate  of  17‘0  per  1.900  population  is  1 ‘4  per 
1,000  higher  than  last  year. 

The  death  rate  is  9'4  per  1,000  population,  a decrease 
of  4*0  per  1,000  on  last  year’s  figure.  The  death  rate  for 
Kngland  and  Wales  is  11*6. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  31  is  just  half  last  year’s 
figure  of  (i‘J.  The  usual  rate  for  the  Hast  Riding  is  about 
dO. 

4'he  estimated  population  in  1 942  was  19,000,  an 
increase  of  800. 

The  incidence  ot  infectious  disease  was  appreciably  less 
this  year,  136  cases  being  notified,  as  compared  with  33d  last 
year.  The  difference  is  entirely  due  to  the  lessened  incidence 
of  measles,  only  61  cases  being  notified  this  year  as  against 
■J4N  last  year. 

School  Closure,  No  schools  were  closed  as  the  result 
of  infectious  disease. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation.  The  high  percentage  of 
school  children  iininunised  during;  the  Council's  pioneer  work 
in  this  field  of  Public  Health  Service  has  been  fully  main- 
tained and  improved  upon. 

Over  <S(i%  of  school  children  from  5 to  lb  years  have 
now  been  immunised. 

Sanitation.  All  villages  were  brought  under  the 
scavenging  scheme  during  the  year,  but  no  extensive  new 
works  were  carried  out. 

Many  complaints  have  been  received  from  different 
Land  Drainage  Commissioners  to  the  effect  that  the  outfall 
of  some  of  our  sewers  were  badly  polluting  their  drainage. 
The  nuisances  were,  in  all  cases,  successfully  abated  for  the 
time  being.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  district 
was  822.  165  of  these  were  males,  and  157  females.  This 

figure  shows  an  increase  of  38  births  compared  with  last  year’s 
total  of  284  (153  males  and  131  females). 

Illegitimate  Births. 

25  of  the  322  live  births  registered  were  illegitimate, 
13  males  and  12  females.  This  is  the  same  number  as  in 
the  previous  year.

For  1!)42.  10  infants  died,  8 males  and  2 females, 
giving  a mortality  rate  of  81  per  1,000  live  births.  Of  these, 
1 was  illegitimate.  Of  the  10  deaths,  4 males  and  1 female 
died  from  congenital  debility  and  premature  birth. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 
under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act. 

There  were  8 deaths  due  to  epidemic  diseases,  1 due 
to  Influenza  and  2 to  Infantile  Diarrhoea,  under  2 years.

Water. 

Examination  of  wells  ami  supplies  generally  lias  been 
practically  completed.  The  greater  part  of  the  district  is 
now  main  supplied.  All  new  supplies  by  main  have  ceased 
since  the  emergency,  except  in  exceptional  cases. 

Sewage  and  Drainage. 

Owing  to  the  state  of  emergency  that  exists,  only 
sewers  requiring  urgent  attention  were  dealt  with  and  lengths 
of  renewals  were  put  down  as  occasion  required. 

Scavenging. 

The  combined  scavenging  and  salvage  collection  of  the 
whole  of  the  district  proved  very  satisfactory,  the  sales  of 
salvage  materials  collected  being  much  higher  than  the 
■estimated  total. 


Eradication  of  Bed-bugs. 

No  action  was  necessary. 


Milk  & Dairies  Order. 

The  District  is  very  largely  milk  producing,  Hull  being 
the  principal  distributing  centre.  There  are  now  nearly  MM) 
registered  cowsheds. 

The  cowsheds  have  been  brought  up  to  a very  good 
standard  All  new  cowsheds  are  constructed  to  the  Inspector  s 
requirements.  Routine  inspection  has  not  been  possible  owing 
to  war  emergency.
